The publicaiion" of a haodbbbk con- 
taining general information relative to 
the country, for free circulation iu En- 
gland, the Eastern provinces and the 
United States, ^voukl, just at the. pres- 
ent moment, prove of considerable 
value' to those who are seeking a field 
" for immigration. A work of this na- 
ture has not boon compiled for many, 
years past, but we think it niiglit bo 
undertaken by the Govcrnmont of the 
day at no great cost and with very sat- 
isfactor}'- results. Pifty thousand coi)- 
ies of the wort, which should be in 
pamphlet form for easy transmission by 
mail, would bo quite suflicient for pres- 
ent requirements and would bring the 
resources of the country, its climate, 
the cost of living, the value of laud 
■ open for settlement and its extent, the 
various existing industries and many 
other details prominently before the 
people of England and the East who 
arc to a great extent ignorant of the 
fact that British Columbia is to day 
one of tlie fin(?st and most prolific coun- 
tries under the sun. The quartz dis- 
coveries at Cariboo have given rise to 
many enquiries in quarters where here- 
tofore but little interest was evinced 
in our circumstances; but the informa- 
tion these encjuirios liavo elicited lias in 
moat cases l)L'eii very iiieagre in charac- 
ter and not always ri'liable. If the 
Govermont, however, were to assume 
the responsibility of issuing a hand- 
book its contents would bear the iip- 
plrcss of authority and would as a mat- 
ter of course prove more acceptable to 
the outside world th:iu a work issued 
by private individuals who might liavo 
their own interests to servo at the ex- 
pense of intending immigrants. Some 
years since Mr. iL C. Anderson wrote 
a very excellent essay on the resources 
of the Province, but we believe that the 
work is now out of jiriut. At a some- 
what later date the pea of Mr. Gilbert 
Malcolm Sproat produced a pamphlet 
containing information of much value 
to people in the mother country 
and tlie Eastern states and prov- 
inces, who had at the best but 
a very imperfect and faint idea 
either of the actual locality of British 
Columbia or the manner in which its 
population subsisted. Sijice the date, 
however, of publication of both these 
comprehensive works the Province has 
assumed different phases, and although 
they would prove, if in print, even now, 
a most welcome source of information 
to those who aro desirous of obtaining 
it, they could not contain a narration of 
many important events that have taken 
place in the Province during the last 
few years. Fresh tracts of land have 
recently been opened for settlement ; 
new gold fields have been, discovered ; 
various industries have been establish- 
ed ; tho current jirices of provisions 
have materially changed and in a hun- 
dred other respects the country to-day 
assumes a very diflerent aspect to that 
of six or" seven years ago. Tho cjues- 
tion, then, presents itself whetlier it 
would not be a wise step to .secure a 
reprint of either Mr. Anderson's essay 
or Mr. Sproat's pamiihlet — the truth- 
fulness and general value of both works 
being admitted— witli the underatanding 
that the Government would issue an 
appendix or smaller work for free cir- 
culation containing information such as 
could bo readily obtained from ofticial 
documents on record at tho public 
ofRces. A map of tho country could 
also be lithograplied, sliowing tho boun- 
daries of tho various districts; the 
course of the principal rivera ; the lands 
open for pre-emjition and the lands 
already taken up ; tho direction of tho 
main roads ; the route of the tran.scon- 
tinental railroad ami many other details 
wliich aro neces.sary to give a stninger at 
some distance from the Province a cor- 
rect idea of the nature of the land he is 
willing to make his adopted him. We 
liavo said that ."lOjOOO copies of such a 
work would be sufficient for jiresent re- 
quirements, and we are disposed to think 
that tho value they would pi'ovo to be 
as a means to induce immigration would 
more than cover the outlay incurred. 
The Government, being jirofessedly 
anxious to forward the interests of the 
country in every way possible, will do 
well to take the suggestion into consid- 
eration, and, if possible, arrange for a 
speedy publication and circulation of a 
colonial handbook and guide. Every 
otlier Province in tho Dominion has a 
work of this nature, netting forth its 
resources, beauties of scenery, and 
climatic e.xcellence. AVhy, tli»n, should 
the richest province of the Confedera- 
tion continue to hide its light under a 
bushel 1 ' 

tlO-OrBXL&.TI01T AT TBB MIXTBS- 
aOYEBXTMBlTTAL AID. 



Tlio leading article in yestovday's 
Standard is generally attributed to the 
pen of the new Premier. After fore- 
shadowing tho policy of the administra- 
tion on several important points, the 
writer turns to the consideration of the 
quartz interests, wliieh he deals with 
the following words : 

" The quartz intorosts of Cariboo will 
also require to bo put on a satisfactory 
footing. As tho principle of tho Govem- 
mont assisting in the development of tliis 
industry has boon fully recognized, wo 
think it will bo quite witliin tlio province 
of the present Ministi-y to tako sucli .ic- 
tiun aa will set at rest the doubts that be- 
sot the publfc mmd at present. Wo will 
not go so far m to suggest in what way 
this should be done, and tliink that this 
is a matter that should bo porliaps left for 
tlio House to deal witli wlien it moots. 
Wo aro, however, quite of opinion tliat aa 
tho Government was instrumental in 
stimulating enterprise in quartz mining 
and thereby causing tho expenditure of 
much money, that something should bo 
done by the Govcrnmont to ascertain with 
all possible certainty the chances of a 
profitable return for the monoy invested." 

To the sentiment of the above ex- 
tract all shades of politics will respond 



" hear, hear ! " The salvation of the 
country depends on tho early solving 
of the Cariboo problem; and if the new 
Goverriihent will step forward to tho 
assistance of tho cuteqirisLng companies 
whose further progi-ess is blocki'd for 
want of funds, they will perform a 
very popular antl gracious act. We 
confess candidly that this concession is 
moro than wo had dared to hope for ; 
therefore, in introducmg tho subject of 
co-operation we refrained from sug- 
gesting even the po.ssibility of Govern- 
mental aid being extended to tho 
great enterprise. Wo have promised 
to judge tho iljnistry by their acts. 
Wo are glad to find that one of tlieir 
first acts mil be a measure of which we 
can heartily approve. 

Pending the meeting of the Legisla- 
ture, would it not be well to convene a 
mooting of all who aro interested i^i 
stocks to consider and pass an address 
to tho Government on the subject f It 
is important that as little time as pos- 
sible should bo lost, so that tin; present 
season shall not clo.se without a satis- 
factory test having been obtained of 
the value of Cai-iboo quartz pioperty. 

A DAILY LIAIL. 



A correspondent throws out some 
good suggestions on the mail sendee 
between Victoria and Puget sound. 
Wo agree with " Progi'oss ". on tho ad- 
mirability of establishing a daily mail 
service; but the Sir James Douglas 
does not meet the requirements of the 
terms of union, whichj demand that the 
steamers employed in the Pugot Sound 
mail service shall be of ."aclassadaiited 
for thq conveyance of freight ami pas- 
sengers." Tho Douglas can hardly be 
expected to carry cuttle and shee[), or 
heavy goods packages; nor can she be 
spared from light-house duty to render 
her daily (or even weekly) trips a mat- 
tor of certainty. Tho . service, under 
.such circumstances would be fitful, and 
in consequence littlo better than none 
at all. For a week or two the Doug- 
last might be relied on to come and go 
with tolerable regularity; )>ut we see 
uncertainty and irregularity in the near 
future, unless the steamer be perina- 
ncutly transferred from tho marine and 
fishery department to tho postal 
dej)artment. Besides, as we have re- 
marked, she docs not meet tho re- 
quirements of the terms of uniou. 

Now it would seem that the time 
bad an'ived when a littlo wholesome 
agitation on tho subject of a daily mail 
would secure the boon for tiio Province. 
Puget Sound is to have a daily mail 
to Port Townsend; at that port mail 
bags for Victoria will bo deposited 
every day. Port Townsend lies but 15.', 
hours' run from Victoria, and it would 
be indeed a pity if va&Tl matter destined 
for this place should be " so near and 
yet so far" for want of a daily steamer 
to connect with the boat from up tli(! 
Sount]. It strikes us forciiily that tlie 
importance of tho establishment of a 
daily mail might form the subject of a 
public meeting, called by the Mayor 
upon tho requisition of influential citi- 
zens. Besolutions expressive of the 
sense of the meeting might be passed, 
and wired to Ottawa, and wo feel san- 
guine that a reply favorable to the es- 
tabli.slimont of a daily mail service 
would be returned. At least the ellbrt 
would cost notbmg and, if the ajiplica- 
tion proved successful the benefits con- 
ferred would be groat. Who will start

THE DITZIEEA FHOOESS-IMFOBT- 
AITT TO OAIUSOO QITAZITZ 



Tests are being made in San In-iineis- 
co under the superintendence of Mr. 
Blanding of Mr. Hallook'a Eureka 
process, to which we have previously 
referred in these columii.s. Mr. 
Blanding says it works well aa far as 
he has gone in working small lots of 
ore from five to 38 jiouiids. It is a 
desulphurizing and amalgamation jiro- 
coss, the oro lioing first roasted and then 
disintegrated by immersion in a solu- 
tion, the nature of which tho inventor 
keeps secret even from those working 
the ores. The crushing machinery is 
not used at all. After being roasted, 
it is put in the solution and b(!comes 
pliable and easy to work. y(;ry good 
results have been obtained. After 
working some Tuolumne county oro 
witli large cubes of sulpliurets, the 
cubes being from a sixteenth to an 
eighth of an inch in size, tin; form of 
the cube was preserved although tlu.' 
color was changed, but the gold was set 
free Avithout destroying the form of the 
cube. Tho ores treated were weighed, 
Ideated in a forge, roasted and placed in 
the solution, then put in a Hepburn 
pan and ground, the whole occupying 
an hour and a half. These ex]ieriuients 
possess nnich value and are especially 
interesting to Cariboo miners.

If the telegrams that have come to 
hand during the past few days can Ijo 
relied on, Great Britain is winning a 
great diplomaitic victory at Berlin. 
I'.eaconslield's remark to Bi-smarck, wdio 
urged concession— did not come to 
Berlin to yield" — is significant as indi- 
cating the steady, unrelenting persist- 
ency with which England is advancing 
her claims in the interest of Europe. 
Russia is likely to reap barren results 
from a war that has cost her much 
blood and treasure, and which has ap- 
parently placed her no nearer the goal 
of her ambition than she was before.

Old Quartz Theories SxplO'&eA* . ' 

From an article in tlio Mining and Sci- 
entijic Press by 0. W. Easton, geologist 
and mining engineer, on the "Determina- 
tion of Minends under tho Microscope," 
wo clip the following: "T6 illustrate, sup- 
pose that one wanted to know if the Little 
Amador and Amador Oonaolidated gold 
mines were on tho same great lodge, wore 
a sample each of the hanging wall of tho 
two mines, three miles apart, presented 
for examination under tho microscopo or 
otherwise, the one would show it to bo a 
fine-grained blue trap, commonly called 
greenatono, wliile tho other would show 
as an amWdaloid, containing a lai^ ad- 
mixture of its associate talc slate. The 
chemical .and mechanical elements are un- 
like in the two mines; and yet they are, 
beyond a question, ujion one and tho same 
belt of greenstone. Examine tho rocks on 
tlie Mariposa estate .and wo find tho great 
bdt of trap rocks diiTors widely at various 
points; hence no two samples would ap- 
pear the same under tho microscopo. A 
.samplo of rock from tho Rattlesn.ako quick- 
silver mine of Sonoma appears to bo a 
genuine sandstone; but another sample 
from the snnie rock, five feet, distant will 
show that it is a plutonic rock — a tracli- 
yte — and" not a sedimontary rock at all. 
Tho evil of tlie view based upon tho fal- 
lacy that rocks of any class are un'mistaka- 
lioiiui(jt')ii'<>ti.-< at all j)i)ints and honco 
that every samplo of a jiarticular bolt of 
rocks nuist have the same appearance un- 
der tho microscope — absolutely so — or 
else it cannot beloii'.' in the same relation 
to tho mine itself of that particular bolt 
of mines and rook, is that wo get the at- 
tention so closely riveted upon the infini- 
tesimal detail of mineralogy that wo fail 
to ri.se to the ap]irehonsion of the few 
grand simple geologic truths which will 
disentangle tho mysteries of mining. Tlio 
grand, and eomprehensivo fact in relation 
to the metals in voins is that tlio rocks of 
tho earth's surface may bo divided into 
three classes, viz: the primitive, tho traji- 
caii and sodiiiiontary. Wo have no min- 
ing .science. This commonly accepted 
scheme of geology does not and cannot 
furnish an answer to tho (piestion, What 
constitutes a true vein/ The attempt 
to teach the examination of rocks in their 
relation to ore is a niistako, and Mr. Eas- 
ton regrets that it is not practicable to 
open up tho entiro subject of rocks nnd 
their relation in a nows[)apor article.

Editor Colonist: — Pending arrange- 
ments to be made between tho Dominion 
Government and the oiniers of tho North 
Pacific, tho Dominion stetuner Sir James 
Douglas, it is announced, will make two 
trips a week, and niy object in troubling 
you at this moment is to fool the public 
pulse and endeavor to learn by it hew tho 
above arrangements will suit them. Tho 
])eople along Paget Sound are to have 
daily nuul conuiumicatioii with tho East- 
ern States and Canada, and by interna- 
tional tretity tho mails from ahrotid for 
British Columbia must bo brought to Port 
Townsend. as often as tlio U. S. mails are; 
and ' notwitliatanding that fact and the 
other important fact that Port Townsond 
is. only 40 miles distant fioia Victoria, 
through tho inertia of our Government 
mails for B. C. aro to lio there from three 
to four daya at a time ! Thia is not pro- 
gression — it is the rovorso; it ia an ivct 
pertaining to tho residents of a Sleoi)y 
Hollow. Wliat, may I ask, is to prevent 
tho Dominion ste.amor making a daily trip 
as well as two trips a week / Her crow 
aro being destroyed with dry rot lis it is; 
yet thoy dnuv their monthly pay. It re- 
solves itsulf, thou, into a question of coals 
— coals enough to make six trips a week 
instead of two, and for the sake of this 
saving our mails, broughPby tho progres- 
sivonoHS of our ueighhors !din<i_£ to our 
own doors, are still huyonil nur roacii. It 
in repori;o(l tliat tho Dougbi.s cannot ctirry 
pas.sengors tunl freight between Port 
Tovniseud and Victoria — that slie is to 
carry tho mails aluiio — and tho ruason .as- 
signed for this is that she would bo re- 
quired to pay harbor dues, &o. , at Port 
'rownaend. I say, lot hor pay them. 
Does it look like progre.ssion when paa- 
sengera from Portland and intermoditite 
placesiwish to roa<4j Victoria that thoy 
must lay over at Port Townsond throe or 
four days for a chance to reach us ? I 
opine that if an arrangement is made with 
Mr. Starr to carry our mails it should be 
for a daily and not a bi-weekly mail, and 
that care Hlidiild be taken that the North 
Pacific, which is a good ])assongor boat, 
should bo placed on the route and not tho 
Isabel, a boat t|uito unfit for tlio trade. 

Thia Pugot Sound route is of more im- 
portance to lis than tho route to Son Fi\'in- 
cisco. It is by tho former that the bulk 
of our lottSrs arrive and there is no rea- 
son in tho world why we should not h.avo 
tho daily Jiistead of tho bi-woekly mail. 
For my part, I would rather seo this Pu- 
get Sound routo well subaidizod for i> 
daily mail than soo tho Pacific Mail S. 
S. Co. paid a largo snm for three trips a 
month, and run as much for tho benefit of 
Puget Sound as for ua — a lino that not- 
withstanding the largo subsidy paid by 
Canada carries freiglit to Pugot Sound 
ports at tho same rates as it does to Vic- 
toria, although tlio distance is much great- 
er to tho former. At least, Mr. Editor, 
lot us havo tho steamer Sir James Doug- 
las inako daily trips to Port Townsond and 
save hor captain and crew from death by 
dry rot, Proure.s.s.

Lord Bcaconfield's departure for 

Berlin yesterday was not so daz/.ling 
and inipresHivo a sight as the {ini'j'H'ka- 
tion of her Britannic IMajcsty's Guards 
for tho East, or the sailing of a gi'oat 
ironclad fleet for tho Baltic .w ouM lifivc 
been. But wliou .sober-minded EHodish- 
incn weigh well tho significance of this 
journey, and retleet on all the tre- 
mendous sacrifiees which tlujir counti'y 
in all human probability has escaped 
through the wise, daring, find (h;- 
termined policy of which it is the 
visible and victorious culmination, they 
will be ungrateful, indeed, if they do 
not render to the gi-eat head of the 
Conservative Government of England 
such homage as conquerors rarely earn. 
It is long sinco any English states- 
man lias played so decisivf! a l"^rt in 
the politics of Europe as Lord I'jc.'ieon.s- 
field is now called upon to fill; and it is 
longer yet since any English statesman 
has won for himself, hy his own virtu^ 
ally unassisted courage and foresight, 
the opportunity to play so decisive a 
[lart. Forty years ago Lord PahiK-'rston 
jjreserved the ])eaco of Europe l>y a 
policy lis cool and energetic as that of 
the Tory leader, in circunistaiiec.s quite 
as comiilicated and alarming as throuj^ri, 
which Lord BeacoiLsliehl 1ms held his 
way, but Lord Palnierston was inucti> 
more resolutely supported than Lord 
Beaconsfield has .been, and he h.i'l ad- 
vantages in tho dangerous game ho 
played which Lord Beaconsfield has 
never commanded. Like Lord Pe.t- 
consfield, it is true, ho had to contend 
with a very general disposition on tlie 
part of the more influential classes of 
England to uiulcri'atc his abiliticH, and 
to distrust his character. But iu his 
case this disposition was not enibittm-- 
ed, as it has been in the case of Lord 
Beaconsfield, by the prejudices and 
jealousies of caste. To this hour, and 
among his own followers, it is the 
fashion in England to sneer at the 
Premier, avIio, after lifting the coiiser- 
viitivo party to power at home, bsiH re- 
deemed Englanil froni practical insig- 
nificance in tho councils of Europe 
abroad, as an adventurer and trickster 
in politica During the whole progi css 
of the contest over the Eastern question, 
Lord Beaconsfield personally has 
been assailed by the English Lib- 
eral press and by English Liljoral 
polititians with a malignity and 
brutality quite as scandalous as ever 
marked any recent political contest in 



our own countrj'. The statesmen who 
has ke|)t the coiitrol of public opinion 
at home .against such attacks, while tit ■ 
the same time he was conducting nego- 
tiations of the nio»t delicate and haz- 
iirdous .Sort abrotul in direct antago- 
nism to the interests aud tho iiilluonce 
of one of tho greatest of European 
monarchies, has made for himself ^defi- 
nitely and forever a conspicuous place 
:.iiioiig]tho leaders of men. — Jf.Y.World
